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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The clajm(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
2004/0237349 (Terashima) in view of US 2001/0047597 (Smith). 

Terashima teaches a golf spike comprising a tongue (5), protrusions (2,3), 
including lower protrusions (3), a pair of holes to jibe with a spike wrench (see figure 1 
and the last sentence in paragraph #62) substantially as claimed except for a straight 
line groove which can be used with a coin to screw and unscrew the spike. Smith 
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teaches a golf shoe spike with includes both a pair of holes (24) and a straight line 
groove (22) to provide alternative means of attaching the golf spike, see paragraph #43. 
it would have been obvious to provide the golf spike of Terashima with the lower 
concave surface having a straight line groove, as taught by Smith, to provide an 
alternative in removing and attaching the spike.
